arrival in Israel of two Syrian 
Pilots with their Mig 17 craft, has 
come in time to remind us of the ways 
pursued by our most unruly northern 
. Lhe two pilots appear to 
have achieved a difficult landing without 
incident, and therefore must be well 
trained in their profeasion and un- 
likely to commit the mistake the Syrian 
lio yesterday ascribed to them, name- 
ly that they have landed in Israel as 
the result of a navigational error. 
Moreover, two fully-armed aircraft are 
most unlikely to roam dangerously 
close to the air space of an “enemy 
country” and thus risk an error of such 
a nature. Syria, it would seem, should 
produce a better story than that put 
forward yesterday on the air, and there 
is no doubt the investigation will un- 
cover more facts in due course. 

Tf it was indeed an error, then the 
vature of the relations between Israel 
and Syria would make such an error 
difficult to repair, It was Syria which in 
the first months of 1967 led Nasser by 
the noze into the adventure which re- 
sulted in the Siz’ Day War and its 
disastrous consequences for Syria and 
other Arab countries. It is also sympto- 
matic that such a navigational error 
should happen in Syria, while that 
country is being dragged by its ruling 
Ba'th splinter-group from one stupid 
error to another. f 

Syria lost part of its‘southern terri- 
tory to Israel in pursuit, day in day out, 
of a most dangerous policy the pur- 
pose of which was to force war on Is- 
rael after it had drawn all the Arab 
countries surrounding Israe! into that 
war for its own protection. The splinter 
ba'th group ruling Syria today is en- 
gaged in a tight-rope policy that keeps 
the country barely out of open dispute 
with all the Arab regimes, republican 
or monarchical, “progressive” or “reac- 
tionary.” Torn by endless internal 
schisms, Syria has been doing its best 
since June 1967 to promote the ideas 
viieh in 1967 led the Arab countries 
into defeat. 

. The Syrian Ba'th rulers have or- 
ganized, financed, trained and armed 
Arab saboteurs of many political shades 
with the declared intention of encourag- 
ing mass insurrection in the Western 
Bank, Syria's warlike policies have not 
been seriously opposed by any Arab 
country, even though these countries 
are aware that such policies Jead no- 
where except to war. 

., The regime in Syria has recently 
drifted into an open rift with Lebanon, 
Traq and the oil-rich countries, By cal- 
ling for war ‘against Israel, the Syrian 
rulers try to force all Arab regimes 
opposing them into the position of 
appearing traitorous and cowardly. 

Nor are the internal policies of the 
Syrian Ba'th more successful than the 
external policies of the regime. There 
are public political show trials in the 
offing. More and more Communist. arms 
are being poured into Syria by way of 
support for a regime which openly 
allies itself to Communist policies in the 
Middle East and in the world at large. 
A terrorist group based in Syria and 
encouraged by its rulers bags_recently 
claimed the hijacking of the El AJ air- 
Hner now held with its crew and Israeli 
male passengers in Algeria. 

It is against this backgound that the 
so-called navigational error occurred 
yesterday. Any decision regarding the 
two war-planes and their young pilots 
should take this fact into consideration.

Ulbricht walked into a silent, frosty reception from Czechoslovaks yesterday 
when he flew in for a day of talks. There were'no East German flags anywhere 
in this West Bohemian spa town. A crowd οὗ about 500 persons kept a stony 
silence for five minutes while Mr. Ulbricht left hig plane and.made his way to 


a waiting car. 

As he reached it, the crowd suddenly 
chanted “Long live Dubcek,” to their 
leader, Alexander Dubcek. Mr. Ulbricht, 
who came to Karlovy Vary for talks pos- 
sibly aimed st patching up his quarrel 
with Prague, earned his unpopularity when 
he became the first Communist leader to 
attack the new Czechoslovak leaders for 
thelr reformist policies, 

In Karlovy. Vary, Mr. Ulbricht ia ex- 
pected to repeat his concern at what he 
calls “revanchist forces” in West 
and to urge no weakening of the socialist 
front against the West. He is also likely 
to propose a deal with Czechoslovakig in 
the economic sphere to give Comecon — 
the Communist common market — a boost, 
and to produce better pricing levels for 
the two countries. 


MEETING ON ARBIVAL 


The two sides met soon after Mr. Ul- 
bricht arrived. They broke up for lunch, 
then rested with no official indication of 
the agenda or the topics discussed. It was 
taken for granted that the Czechoslovaks 
would immediately reject any attempt to 
raise domestic matters for critical overhaul. 


The main streets of Karlovy Vary yes- 
terday were crowded with West Germans 
either taking the cure or being reunited 
with East Germans kept apart from them 
by the Berlin wall. 


Racial riot kills 
3 in Los Angeles 


LOS ANGELES. --τ A series of heavy gun 
battles between police and Negroes swept 
the riot-scarred Watts district Swiday 
night and early yesterday, leaving three 
dead and 35 wounded or injured on the 
anniversary of the 1965 riots. 


The predominantly Negro area appeared 
relatively calm as dawn ended a night in 
which police said they’ were once almost 
over-run in an exchange of fire in a park. 
Later, in a brief siege, police estimated 


3,000: shots were fired -at a police sub-. 


station, The three dead were listed as 
Negroes. Six policemen were hurt, includ- 
ing five by gunshot. 

The racial violence apparently was trig- 
gered by the arrest of a woman on ἃ 
charge of being drunk at the third annual 
Watts summer festival at Will Rogers 
Park. The police department wag placed 
on a tactical alert and more than 2,000 
officers were on duty: around the city. The 
National Guard was alerted but was not 
activated. (AP, UPI) 


EBAN CONFERS 
IN DAKAR 


Foreign Minister Abba Eban met for an 
hour with his Senegalese counterpart Jn 
Dakar yesterday, on the first day of his 
tour of Africa, The Middle East situation 
and cooperation projects were among the 
topics discussed. 

Mr. Eban arrived in Dakar earlier, amid 
strict security precautions. The airport and 
the Swissair plane in which he arrived 
were heavily guarded. His itinerary and 
mode of travel were kept secret. 

The Forelgn Minister later flew to 
Abidjan, Ivory Coast, for an official visit 
and to preside at a meeting of 11 heads 
of Israeli diplomatic missions in Africa.

NO DAMAGE OR ENJURY

tuation in Syria and the recent wave of 
arrests reported in Damascus. However, 
it would appear more likely for higher 
ranking officers known to be iavalved in 
Politics to try ta escape, rather than 
young pilots. 


The planes were forced to land by the 

Israel Air Force, which sought to de 
monstrate to the Arabs that the hijacke 
ing of the E! Al airliner would not pay. 
However, it could be expected that the 
Alr Force would have chosen a more 
spectacular object for such an effort. In 
any case, it does not appear worthwhile 
to hold two obsolete warplanes belonging 
to Syria while an international political 
battle is being waged to release a civilian 
airliner and Israel civilians held in Al- 
fiers. 


NAVIGATIONAL ERROR 


et was a navigational mistake on the 

part of inexperienced pilots. But this 
does not explain the fact that the planes 
were neer the seashore. Had the planes 
crossed the frontier from Syria they 
would have been directed to an airfield Jo- 
cated further eust. The jets might have 
flown across Lebanon, or, had they taken 
of from a northern Syrian base, might 
have been on patrol along the Lebanese 
coast. The fact the jets were equipped 
with additional fuel tanks indicates they 
were on ἃ long-range mission. 

The Israel authorities would not even 
confirm that the planes’ cannon were 
armed. The only undeniable fact is that 
the planes were seen on Israel radar and 
that there were Israel planes in the air 
while the two Migs were landing at Bezet. 
In fact, Israel planes landed there soon 
after the Migs came down.

Peking releases 4 
U.K. Embassy staff 


HONGKONG (UPI). — Four mémbers of 
the British Legation In Peking have been 
freed by China in an apparent gesture of 
friendliness. The four, who crossed the 
border into Hongkong on Sunday, are 
R. Webb, a clerical official, and Mrs. 
Webb, G.J. Mather, of the diplomatic 
wireless service, and B.C. Humphreys, a 
security guard, 

Immigration officials said they were 
“quite fit and in good spirits.” 

A. fifth member of the~British Mission 
in Peking, Mrs. MLE. Quirie, arrived in 
Hongkong unannounced about 10 days 
ago. She has since returned to Britain. 

Chinese authorities earller had refused 
to issue exit permits to British diplomats 
in Peking, following the worsening of 
Sino-British relations over the Hongkong 
Government's tough policy on last year's 
leftist. disturbances. 

The release of these Britons, which au- 
thorities here said were ‘Junior members 
of the British Legation," coincided with 
the news that the Reuters correspondent 
ἴῃ Peking, Anthony Gray, was permitted 
to write to his mother in Britain. He had 
been held inconununicado in Peking. 

The Red Guards sacked the British 
Legation in retaliation for the closing of 
three Communist newspapers and the 
jailing of Communist newsmen, including 
those of the New China News Agency ja 
Hongkong ast year. Sir Donald Hopson, 
the British Chargé d'Affaires, was physi- 
cally humujated by the Red Guards, and 
Gray was arrested. 

In London. the Foreign Office announced 
tnat Peking, after nearly seven weeks of 
delay, hag granted an exit visa for Sir 
Donald, to leave China. It sald the envoy 
plang to leave today for Hongkong, where 
he will spend a few days before flying to 
Britain.) 


1,000 Indians, 
70,000 cattle 
die in floods 


NEW DSLHI (UPI). — At least “1,000 
persous have drowned In heavy floods in 
the Western Indian state of Gujarat, Mr. 
Hitendra Desai, the state's Chief Minis- 
ter, said on Sunday night. He told news- 
men at the state capital of Ahmedabad 
that it is stil difficult o estimate the 
total precisely, but it will "not be less 
than 1,000." : 

The Government is rushing special 
trains of food and medical supplies to 
the Palins province. where every river is 
reportedly out of its banks, Military am- 
Phiblous vehicles and boats were pressed 
into service for rescue operations. 

“Gujarat will take months to recover,” 
Mr. Desai said. Gujarat state's two main 
rivers, the Narmada and Tapti, have be- 
gun to subside.

Presiding at 
the trial of 22 Africans charged with 
bringing weapons of war into Rhodesia, 
Justice Lewis rejected a defence sub- 
mission --- based on the Privy Council 
rulmg — that the Attorney-General could 
not prosecute because the Rhodesian re- 
gime was (legal. 

He affirmed the legal power of the re- 
gime and declared that if the authority 
of the Privy Councfl were accepted in 
Rhodesia, then the whole administration 
of the country, including its courts, would 
cease to function legally and the country 
would drop into chaos.

Living and working together in the 
close quarters aboard ship makes coope- 
ration and understanding, absolutely es~ 
sential. As once officer ‘puts it: “People 
must learn to respect each other and 
forgive each other’s shortcomings. When 
8. boy gets down from his berth and steps 
on his shipmate’s toe, there is no use 
cursing. We must Jearn to be tolerant 
— and polite. Otherwise, esprit de corps 
is not conceivable.” When an applicant 
wants to join a submarine crew, he is 
tested by a psychologist for sociability. 


The sailors know they have been over 
shadowed by the glamour of newer, more 
sophisticated services, particularly the Air 
Force. But they do not feel particularly 
inferior to airmen. While airmen are In 
the limelight because of their spectacular 
achievements, the seaman is proud and 
feels he performs a tougher job. “We 
have two opponents — the enemy and 
the sea,” gays one Navy man, 


Perpetual fight 


It is difficult for the uninitiated to ap- 
preciate the constant fight between the 
‘crew of a vessel and the elements. The 
enemy often is invisible until it comes 
very close. The Navy spends a great deal 
of time combing the sea, looking for him. 


T served on the ‘Haifi* during the 
Six Day War, Segen — 
recalls. “She -was the “old Sbrahim el

approaches, looking for submarines. Once 
we thought we'd discovered something, 
and fired depth charges. There were oil 
stains on the surface.

Perhaps the Navy's most spectacular 
achievement is the fact that no enemy 
vessel, on or under the surface, ap~ 
proached the shores of Israel during or 
after the Six Day War. It is not because 
the Egyptian Navy does not want to, 
Israel Navy men aay, but because of the 
steady patrolling in a variety of rather 
antiguated craft. 

Their task has its professional hazards 
— the Joss of ‘Eilat’ is proof. It has its 
tragedies—as the loss of ‘Dakar’ showed. 
But young men are still eager to enter 
the Israel Navy. “Just give us the equip~ 
ment to equai the Egyptfans,” all five 
men interviewed said, ΦΈΡΕΤΕ confix« 
dence in their ability to use it.

The high cost 
of providing a 
cheap holiday

AMPING has hecone the great holl- 

day fashion ot Europe's youth. About 
20 million people are registered members 
a, camping clubs. How many millions more 
who are unregistered enthusiasts and who 
flock every summer to the teus of thou 
sands οὐ camps fron Sweden to Sicily, 
one cannot even muess, And these spice 
and nature-hungry people are ready to 
go wherever there is u Lriangle on the 
map indicating a camp recognized hy the 
Inter ‘inna! Federation or Camps und Ca- 
rayans. 

Turkey has become a big) al*iactivn, 
the first country in the Middle East to 
open Its tents to this massive migration. 
The Turks hove found a sponser: the 
British Petroleum Company (in which 
the British Government holds a majority 
interest), IL has set up camps» near its 
filling stations, and us many canipers 
also arrive in their cara, sales ot petrol 
have gone up. 

France has 5.000 camps today, Italy 
4,000, Israel] — ten. Thousands of camp- 
eis from Burope would flock to Israel if 
we vould tell them that we have bunga- 
lews und tents for them. The Tourist 
Ministry, which koows what is hoppen- 
ing in) the industry the wacld ove. 
realizes that camping has an assured 
future an@ is planning to expand factli- 
thes here. But it is a slow, laborious 
Prucess, held back by the high cust af 
eredit and the undergrowth of bureau- 

y. Low-cost cradity fram Government 
sure granted tu hotels, hut whoever 
Wants to xet up a camp site — its mini- 
mum cost teday is 10150,000, according 
to Mr. Gershun de Haas, the Ministry's 
ccmsultant and an experienced pianver 
—- will have to pay αὐ ieast aise per 
cent interest. 

Chesp as the camping charges are 
here, they are stil much higher chan 
thos, in Europe. But obviously it is oearly 
impussible to make a camp ἃ paying pro-

It stands 
on the brow of 8. hill, overlooking the 
Jeareel plain at one end, and has 20 
bungalows for those who have πὸ tents 
tu bring with them. Each nas room 
for three or even four beds, and the 
floor ia tiled. The shower roomy, toilets, 


electric lighting, the shade of the’ oak 
tiees, the proximity of the bus stop and 
of the town's ‘swimming pools and above 
all the low charges for aa overnight 
stay, make this camp attractive for the 
adventurous of any age. For Τὰ you 
can spend a night on a bed in a tent 
with bedsheets and a blanket, read under 
an electric light before you fall asleep; 
more comforts than our ancestors en- 
joyed in thelr desert tabernacles or the 
Beduin in their tents today. 

The camp was.put up by the Tiv'on 
Jocal council, with the financial help 
of the Tourism -Ministry, at a cost. of 
1L.250,000. The two Romans who run it 
have been granted a concession, and if 
their camp stays as neat and pleasant 
as on opening day and their ristorante 
as appetizing as they promise, the Coun- 
cil will have made a good investment 
Tiv'on’s 25 hotels and pensions, with 
their 10,000 guests a year, will not be 
affected by the new camp, The people 
who sleep under tents and in bungalows 
are not those who would have gone to 
a hotel at-four times the cost.

8 car, you're all set. My informants, 2 
family of four, including two teenage 
boys, started camping four years ago, 
and haven't missed a hollday under canvas 
since. ‘hey decided not to rely on the 
avallable accommodation, or restauraats 
on the sites, but to equip themselves to 
be independent. They tell me that their 
initial investment, which included the 
purchase of three tents. a portable gas- 
cooker, pots and pans that fit into each 
other to save space, and sleeping bags 
and camp beds, cost them no more than 
what they estimate for 2 week's stay in a 


‘wood hotel for the whole family. Unlike 


that fleeting juxury in a temporary fool's 
paradise, thelr equipment lastg practically 
for ever, And of course you need not buy. 
your own tent, as you can hire one on 
the spot, or bed down fn ἃ bungalow and 
in some of the aites ip @ slightly more 
expensive and more comfortable and neat 
trailer. But, to rent a room in one of 
the bungalows, trailers or tent, you must 
book In adverce, whereas your own tent 
you can put up as long es the space 
Jasts. Usually you'l! find that you've come 
on time, my: informants assured me, ex- 
cept for certain peak periods. around 
Passover and Succot, when you're well 
advised to arflve a day earlier to make 
sure you can pitch your tent, 

ven in winter 

There are officiai camping sites in Israe} 
from the al Forest in Upper Galilee, down 
to Eilat. Eight of them are in the northern 
half of the country, probably because shade 
ig more readily available, and shade is 
essential fur happy camping jn israel, not- 
withstanding the fact that winter camp- 
ing is posstbic in five sites. 

Our own camping family are Acihziv 
fans. Why? “It’s clean, neur the beach 
and also near Nahariya for extra supplies 
and night-time entertainment when we 
feel like it. Above ali it's near th? beach.” 
‘They themselves do not frequent the site's 
restaurant, preferring to cook their own 
meals onan open fire, (these are permitted 


. on ali sites) or on thelr gas cooker for 


a quick cup of tea. ‘The cooking is half the 
fun, and the open fire is such a change 
from kitchen chores that even the boys 
enjoy it," they assured me. 

What do they do all day? Weil, they 
get up, have a quick cup of tea, (this 
particular family, Mr. and Mrs. Haim 
Stein, happen to be from South Africa) 
and go to the beach for an early swim. 
Then they come back and tidy up, have 
breakfast and back to the beach. They 
never dress beyond their bathing suits, 
unless they drive in to Nahariya to spend

Mostiy 
they stay In the camp and talk «lth 
other campers. ὶ 

“The atmosphere is very informal, it 
has to be when you only wear swim sults, 
and you make friends easily. We love the 
informality. and the lack of regimentation 
you suffer from in hotels, where you have 
to take your meals at prescribed hours, 
We. also get a lot of fun tasting other 
people's cooking efforts, offering our own 
and giving and taking advice. You'll be 
surprised how much better the 2ame food 
tastes in camp,” they told us. 

What kind of people does one meet on 
a@ camp site? According to them, a fair- 
ly representative cross-section of Israel, 
from workers (who can afford a car) to 
bank managers, some of whom appear to 
be true camping faddists, and wouldn't be 
seen dressed on their holidays. You alao 
meet quite. a few camping tourists. 

At Achrivy, as at Ein Gev and Bitan

Jon, you can even get electric light for 
your tent and five offer nearby fishing. 

Our family estimates that it costs them 
just over IL3 per person to stay at 
Achziv for u day, not including food. 


“There are reductions for members of the 


Israel Camping and Caravening Aasocia- 
tion, and during this 1968 Israel Camping 
Year, a 25 per cent reduction for touriats. 
Of course if you hire a bed/sheets/blanket! 
[85 the catalogue puts it) in a bungalow 
or trailer, your running expenses will come 
slightly higher, but stfll far below hotel 
prices. 

So that's camping for you. and you can 
either take it or leave it. You need nat 
of course give yourself so completely to

ing, for which the sites are very: con- 
ventently located. You might even want 
to wander from one to the other to take

to rough it in buses with your ruck- 
sacks, like food with a charcoaly taste, 
scorn dressing and want a holiday you 
won't have to zo into debt for, andlike 
nature, you're all set ta go camping.

Foul start to English soccer 


1988/69 Eritish soccer scason. 
which opened last Saturday, was mar- 
ted by hooliganiam both on and off the 
field. In the London derby between Tot- 
tenham Hotspurs and Arsenal, fighting 
broke out in the crowd before the match 
had even started, In Scotlanc, half way 
through second half of the match between 
Rangers and Celtic, hundreds of specta- 
tors ran onto the pitch tq avold a hail of 
cans and bottles thrown by rival fans.

Best 
opened for United but Everton equalized 
through a goal from Ball only four 
minutes later. Everton's joy was short-liv- 
ed, however, when Charlton erashed in the 
winner for United fram a pin-point pass 
from Best. Arsenal went one up agaipst 
Tottenham when Phil Beal put the ball 
into his own goal and then John Red- 
ford put the Gunners forther ahead. The 
Spurs got a consolation goal through 
Jimmy Greaves 10 minutes from time. 
Liverpool took on last year's League 
champions Manchester City and beat them

The Lebanese word for ‘Coke’ 


The popular American soft drink, 
Coca-Cola, is now being bottled 
in Israel, And the Arab Boycott 
Committee has decreed that production 
of “Coke” must stop in Arab states. 


Joe Alex Morris, Jr., reports on how the 
Arabs are quenching the thirst of their 
customers, reported here from the 
“International Herald Tribune.” 


BEIRUT. — The clanking line of bottles 
marching through the antiseptic and au- 
tomated production line at the Coca-Cola 
bottling plant here ground to a halt at 
the stroke of midnight August 1. 

That was the official deadline for end- 
ing production of the drink in the Arab 
world, After two decades of quenching 
Arab thirsts from the deserts to the del- 
tas, Coke has become victim of the Arab 
boyentt of Israel. 

The ban was decided upon two yeara 
ago, after Coca-Cola reluctantly agreed to 
sell 114 syrup to an Israeli bottler. 

Arab Coke bottlers began ἃ frantic 
search for a substitute. The Egyptians 
turned to Germany for a substitute syrup 
and are now marketing something called 
“Sicola.” ᾿ ᾿ 

The Lebanese were more ingenious. 
Coke franchise holder Najib Bey Salh2 
hired an Egyptian chemist named Kamel 
Iskander, who had been in charge of 
Coke facilities in Saudi Arabia and has 
more than two decades of experience in 
soft-drink manufacture both there and in 


Egypt. ι 
Mr. Iskander‘s job waa to come up with 
8 syrup resembling the secret formula 


that has made Coke the world’s best- - 


known soft drink. This was difficult, Mr. 
Iskander said, because the Coke formula 
defies chemical analysis. 

“You can know the minerals involved.” 
he said, but the flavour comes from sonie- 
thing they eall "TX’ the secret aromatic 
compound. Even with thousands of trial- 
and-error experiments it is impossible to 
copy exactly.” ἠὲ 

Yet Mr. Iskander has done pretty well. 
He has come up with a new drink, called 
“K-Cola.” which to a layman tastes like 
Coke. Mr. Iskander says he has iried it 
on Coca-Cola executives, and: even they 
have been unable to tell which of the 


twins had the TX. K-Cola was pushed single army run by a single command.”

To further confuse the issue, the Beirut 
plant has received government authoriza- 
tion to continue using its 2.5 million Coke 
bottles for the next three months, until it}. 
has enough K-Cola botties on hand. Only 
the bottle cap must be changed to read} 
K-Cola instead of Coca-Cola. 

It ig understood that Coca-Cola is high- 
ly. disturbed by all this, and reports cir- 
culate that they will Institute patent in- 
fringement suits.

World water experts 
meet in Jerusalem _

The world's top experts on water development and usage are meeting all 
this week in Jerusalem αἱ, the 17th International Congress of Limnology, which 


opened formally at the Wise Auditorium at the Hebrew University last night. 


The International Association of The- 
oretical and Applied Linnoijogy, the world 
body which concerns itsel? with the 
usage and devclopment of fresh water 


- sources, is holding its first congress out- 


side the U.S. and Europe this y2ar. 

“Mun's future well-being dep2nds on 
adequate water supplies,” Professor Mo- 
she Shilo, of the Hadassah Medical 
School, told a press conierence in Jeru- 
salem yesterday. ‘The ever-increasing 
danger of pollution of the world's water 
supplies lends urgency to the work of th: 
international body. For us in Israel, this 
problem of pollution mey aiso effect aur 
only fresh water lake, the Kinnere!.” 

Attending the Congress are 360 over- 
seas participants from 35 countries, as 
well as about 75 Israciis. Nine Afriecsn 
countries have sent delegates, while Asia 
has four participant countries. From Eaat- 
ern Europe there are representatives from 
both Rumania and Czechostovakia. 

According to Professor Shilo, the Fuus- 
sians wanted to send a 40-strong team and 
even after the Six Day War had submitted 
a Ust of the first 25 varticipants. How- 
ever, as the political situation developed, 
they bowed out. 

Three of the main symposia chosen 
for discussion have special interest for Is- 
racl—brackish water problems; fish pond 
usag, in which field Israel ts among the 
world leaders: and tropical lakes. 

“This Congress Is very tumely for Is- 
rael," Professor Shilo sald, “as this week 
a new company for oceanographic and 
limnological research of .the Kinneret, 
headed by Yochai Bin-Nun, is opening an 
office near Tabha.”

Although the allocation of TV time between Hebrew and Arabic casts is still 
under discussion, the current trend is to give Hebrew more than was originally 


envisaged, the Minister without Portfolio, Mr. Israel Galil, told the Knesset 
yesterday in reply to a question by Mr. Shmuel Tamir (Free Centre). 


Repeating that no date had yet been 
set for TV's debut, Mr. Galili said that 
the executive of the Broadcasting Author- 
ity had been asked to recommend a date 
for regular broadcasting, which also de- 
pended on Kneaset approval. On the Anan- 
cial side, he said that in addition to the 
TV investment budget, Uiiim. had been 


. allocated in the’ 1988/69 budget, and now, 


with the approach of regular casts dis- 
cussions were being held with the Trea- 
sury about getting more. 


TV wil come up im the Knesset again 
this morning when the House holds the 
first reading of an amendment to the 
Broadcasting Authority Law, which will 
give the green light to the new medinm 
when ἐξ is enacted. 

Posts Minister Yisrael Yeshayahu, ask- 
ed about Arab interference with Israeli 
TV by Mr. Yosef Tamir (Gahal), said 
that most of the sets whose reception was 
blurred belonged to owners whose anten- 
mae were directed towards Cairo. There 
‘was a Climatic phenomenon in the region 
whick improved reception from distant 
transmitters, he explained, and because 
all the neighbouring Arab countries had 
been assigned the same channele as Israel 
at the 1961 international convention, their 
stations would blur Israeli casts till the 
local programme was broadcast at a higher 
power. Mr. Yeshayahu said that Israel 
would thus be forced to install stronger 
transmitters than would normally be 
needed to cover the area in question. 

The Posts Ministry is also using an 
arrangement for frequency shifts. ta cut 
down the interference, he said, and our 
telecasts would be working properly over 


. the year. There is no way of our transmit- 


ting on a different frequency without a 
new international agreement.

Hebron settlers’ expulsion

With Defence Minister Moshe Dayan 
anable to reply during his week's mourn- 
jng period and with Premier Eshkol in- 
disposed with a severe cold, the task of de- 
fending the expulsion devalves rather iron- 
teally on one of the settlers' main prota- 
gonists, Depaty Premier Yigal Allon. He 


-Is expected to apree that the motion be 


referred to the Foreign Affairs and Se- 
eurity Committee for further discussion. 


The Cabinet had been scheduled to deal 
with the order on Sunday, but because of 
Mr. Dayan's absence, put off its discussion 
till its next meeting. . 

Mcanwhile, the settlers have sent off a 
letter to Premier Eshkol and Defence Min- 
ister Dayan, arguing that with two fa- 
milics in each flat, and elght people to a 
room, they cannot live ἃ normal life. 

In the two-page letter, they say: “We 
have a deep historical right to start a 
Jewish setiement in the city of the 
Patriarchs, in which David built the ever- 
lasting kingdom of Israel. The laws of 
Hebron are therefore no different from 
the laws of Haifa or Tel Aviv," they add.

According to the net rise of wages, 
single pensioners should be getting TL105, 
Mr. Ephrat declared.

By the middle of ocxt month. an order 
will be gazetted reducing customs tariffs 
by between 10 and 30 per cent on hun- 
dreds of imported items, This was 4π- 
nounced by Mr. Ze'ev Sharef, the Mials- 
ter of Commerce and Industry, at a 
Mmevling of the Public Committee tor the 
Protection of Home Manufacture in Je- 
rusalem yesterday. 

The reductions w4t go inte force on 
January 1. All items which stil} enjoy ad- 
Minixtrative protection will be exposed tn 
competing imports, though protected hy 
a tariff. 

Mr. Sharef said that earlier lineraliza- 
tlon of customs tariffs had led to im- 
Provements in the standard or local 
hianufactures, but had not had the cx- 
pected results with regard to the lower- 
Ing of prices or improvement in the 
management or niurketing. Just the same 
the Minister believes that this tine of 
econoniic expansion is the right moment 
for finally Ilfting administrative controls. 

Customs will not be reduced on those 
items subject to duty of 35 per cent and 
Tess, On those items with a customs duty 
from 36-50 per cent, the reduction will 
be 10 per cent: from 51 to 735 per evot, 
the reduction will be 15 per cent; - 
100 per cent reduced by 20 per cen 
over 100 per cent, a 30 per cent reduction. 


Tenant protection
